SCHOOL . AND. FINANCIAL REPORTS OF 
~ BOARD OF EDUCATION 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1899. 


SCHOOL REPORT: 


Someone has said, ‘‘ Education is the key with which 
to unlock the doors of the mind.’’ Now it falls to us all 
as citizens and promoters of the general welfare to see to 
it that that key is made aright, so that it will fit the lock 
and bring out the hidden stores within. To do this, it is 
necessary during the first years of school life to furnish 
material for the foundation of the key, then later to fit 
each key to its own individual lock,—a task which 
requires great skill from the maker or teacher. 

We believe in these first years a broad foundation 
should be laid. More is required than mere reading, 
spelling, writing and number work. A child must be 
taught to think for himself, and be able to express his 
thoughts; he must be taught to use his eyes, to notice 
the common things about him, the plant life, insect. life, 
bird life, the many rocks. <A child’s mind is very easily 
attracted in these directions with a little help from the 
teacher. The child takes great pleasure in the work, 
and thus is formed that love for nature which purifies and 
ennobles the whole life. Here where we have such an 
abundance of nature’s work all around us, it seems that 
nature study should bea part of the regular routine of 
school work, and we are pleased to notice that more has 
been done in this line this year than in the previous 
years. 

Also we believe there should be developed in the child 


a taste for good reading, and for this purpose we have

placed in the schools the past year Longfellow’s Evange- 
line and Miles Standish, Shakespeare’s Merchant of 
Venice, Scott’s Lady of the Lake, besides other supple- 
mentary reading for lower grades intended for instruction 
as well as mere reading. Wetrust another year will see 
more additions in this line. 

There has been only one change in text books. We 
have introduced: Metcalf’s Grammars, and already we 
notice a market improvement in the study of grammar, 
but still there is need of much more advancement in this 
line to come up to the standard attained in other studies. 

Believing that much better results can be obtained 
with some systematized work, we have held teachers’ 
meetings occasionally during the year for the purpose of 
classifying our schools and attaining more uniformity in 
methods. We have two classes well established in all 
our schools, all doing the same work in the same time, 
and a third class is falling into line. We believe this to 
be a great help to both teacher and pupil, and we hope 
very soon to see a course of study marked out and the 
schools all over town following it, thus the key will be 
shaped ready for its final fitting. 

There have been 119 pupils in our schools the past 
year, distributed as follows: No. 1, 17 pupils; No. 3, 
Grammar, 25 pupils; Primary, 29 pupils; No. 4, 18 
Diplis a NOwt to pupliss. NO. 80-8 pupils; Noe i1 22 ee 
pupils. 

The attendance in some of the schools has not been as 
good as we could wish, and tardy marks are too frequent. 
Prompt and regular attendance forms the very basis of 
the educational key. The following is the per cent. of 
attendance in each school: Summer term, No. I, 100 per 
Reni. No. cys otainmar. 96 "per. cent.> Primary, 96. per 
Come mM Oe A roa pele Cenlc INO], Os per Celta NOno eo) 
pen cent,; ING.

Daniel Webster said, ‘‘If we work upon marble, it 
will perish ; if we work upon brass, time will efface it; if 
we rear lofty temples, they will crumble into dust; but if 
we engrave upon the tablets of the minds of our children 
the principles of industry, honesty and virtue, they will 
live and brighten to all eternity.’’ 

Truly we have a noble work before us, and when 
members of the school board, teachers, parents and 
pupils all cooperate for this grand result, then shall we 
have the ideal school.
